In dedicating this Town Report to Clarence A. Paige, the officials of the 
Town of Concord, as well as all residents, are expressing deep appreciation 
for his many years of dedication to the students of Concord High School. 


He was born in Ryegate and it was there he received his elementary 
education. His parents then moved to South Royalton where he graduated 
from the High School. He attended Middlebury College, earned his B.S. 
degree in education at Boston University and his M.S. degree in education 
at the University of Maine at Orono. 


His entire teaching years, totaling 37, were spent at Concord High 
School. For 13 years, 1945-1958, he was a teacher; the next 13 years he was 
both principal and teacher, in 1971 he resigned as principal and returned to 
teaching until his retirement in 1982. Over the years he taught a varied list 
of subjects including: Health Courses, Bookkeeping, Latin I, French I and 
II and English 9, 10, 11 and 12. It is a special tribute to him that many of 
his students were commended when attending college on their outstanding 
knowledge of English. 


During his years at C. H. S. he served as Class Advisor—many times 
to the Senior Class—and Advisor to both the Student Council and the Honor 
Society. In the years of the Hilldale League he served with principals of 
other area schools in many capacities. Interested in the work of the P. T. A., 
he served many terms as Treasurer, 


Mr. Paige was many times honored by his students as they dedicated the 
Concordian to him, or often with messages of appreciation, for his outstanding 
leadership and guidance. He was honored on his retirement at the annual 
banquet of Concord High School Alumni Association, held May 29, 1982 with 
nearly 200 present, including 68 former students. He was presented many 
gifts in recognition of his dedicated service to the youth of our area. This 
tribute was entered into by current and former students, school board mem- 
bers, administrative and teaching staff of Concord schools, former teachers, 
many friends and townspeople, and he was given a rousing standing ovation. 


He married Violette Sykes of St. Johnsbury on October 17, 1942 and they 
have lived in Concord since 1946. Mrs. Paige is Secretary to the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, which position she has held for many years. The Paiges 
have one son, Dwayne, who is at present working and studying in the field 
of research at the University of Washington, in Seattle.

FIRE CHIEF AND FIRE WARDEN REPORT 


Our 1982 fire record shows 23 fires. Wood stoves caused 10 
chimney fires. This is due to so many individuals converting to 
wood heat. We had 2 grass fires and 10 fires of miscellaneous 
nature. The only major fire in 1982 was the total loss of a frame 
structure: The 25° below zero weather hampered all efforts our 
men and equipment made. 


There have also been several unrecorded calls when volunteers 
used their own vehicles. 


A working agreement has been made with the St. Johnsbury 
Fire Department to exchange fire equipment and labor as neces- 
sary. Both towns hope to benefit by this relationship. 


July 11th Gilman Fire Department was unfortunately con- 
sumed by flames. Since we have mutual aid we were called to 
assist. We are happy to note that Gilman now has a new four 
bay station under construction. 

_ The James A. “John” Rook memorial fund of $782.00 has been 
put in a savings account until the department decides just how or 
what to use it for. 

All trucks and equipment are in very good shape. With Rev- 
enue Sharing money, we added a new generator, flood lights and 
wire reels, 

Our 1982 town appropriation was used in part to modify 
Tanker II to carry the new generator and equipment. A new hose 
clamp was also purchased. We have updated our air breathing 
apparatus at a cost of $270.00, as required by the State of Vermont. 

We managed to stay within our 1982 budget and will ask the 
town for the same appropriation in 1983. 

I would like at this time to thank my volunteers for their end- 
less hours of unselfish dedication. They make our volunteer fire 
department possible. I also wish to thank the townspeople for 
their support.

Varying levels of care are available; for the acutely ill, for those needing 
rehabilitation, or for those people with long term chronic conditions. We 
continue to grow, especially in our Hospice and Homemaker Programs. AlI- 
though our primary focus will always be to care for the sick at home, addi- 
tional health services such as hypertension screening clinics, lamaze classes, 
prenatal education and preschool health services are provided.

Report to the Voters: 


The Northeastern Vermont Development Association (NVDA) is an organ- 
ization formed by the municipalities of Caledonia, Essex and Orleans counties 
to undertake planning and development activities which could not be accom- 
plished by individual municipalities acting alone. This report is a brief sum- 
mary of those activities during the past year. 


NVDA has devoted a great deal of time and effort during the past year to 
provide assistance for business expansion in the Northeast Kingdom. For 
example, financing was arranged to enable Lotus Duvet of East Burke to con- 
struct an addition to its building which will make it possible for the company 
to increase production. Similar assistance was provided to Metal-Flex Welded 
Bellows which constructed a new facility in the Newport Industrial Park. Dis- 
cussions were initiated this fall with the Vermont Asbestos Group (VAG) in 
Lowell regarding the possibilities for obtaining funding to modernize its 
equipment. A third parcel of land at the Lyndon-St. Johnsbury Industrial 
Park has been sold to an out-of-state firm which is expected to construct a 
plant within the next eighteen months. Work is nearing completion on ob- 
taining financing for a machine tool business which wishes to locate in Hard- 
wick. An application to designate a portion of the Newport Industrial Park - 
as a foreign trade zone was prepared and submitted by NVDA, and assistance 
was provided to obtain funding for an industrial site in Orleans, 


NVDA continued its work with the City of Newport and the Town of 
Hardwick to provide low-interest loans for rehabilitating rental housing in the 
downtown areas of those two communities. The Town of St. Johnsbury was 
assisted in obtaining $350,000 in CDBG funds for street, sidewalk, and sewer 
and water line improvements on Railroad Street. A proposal to fund acquisi- 
tion and renovation of the Sears Block in St. Johnsbury is currently under con- 
sideration as is a proposal to convert the Masonic Temple building in Newport 
to elderly housing. Air passenger service was restored to Newport in August 
as a result of several years of effort by NVDA, the City and the business 
community. 


Several communities have been assisted in the preparation of revised 
municipal plans and zoning by-laws including the Towns of Barnet, East 
Haven, Guildhall, Hardwick, Jay, Lemington, Morgan, Newport and Sheffield. 
During the spring of 1982, NVDA and the Agency of Development & Com- 
munity Affairs sponsored workshops on zoning administration in Newport and 
St. Johnsbury for local officials. We have also responded to many telephone 
inquiries regarding the administration of zoning by-laws. NVDA serves as a 
regional center for requests for data from the 1980 Census. Our minicom- 
puter enables us to prepare any analyses of this data which a municipality 
might need. 


None of the activities described above would have been possible without 
your support and interest. We appreciate your participation and look for- 
ward to a year of continued progress in the Northeast Kingdom,

ST. JOHNSBURY AREA YOUTH SERVICE BUREAU 


The St. Johnsbury Area Youth Service Bureau is a consortium of programs 
aimed at helping youth in need. Programs of the St. Johnsbury Area Youth 
Serevice Bureau are designed to help children and their families in ways that 
avoid costly government intervention. 

Incorporated in 1975 as a non-profit organization, the St, Johnsbury Area 
Youth Service Bureau formed as a result of a series of community meetings 
held to explore solutions to youth problems. Agency policies are governed 
by a community-based Board of Directors, which has overseen the continued 
growth of the agency. | 

Since 1975, the agency has evolved from one which operated a single 
drop-in center for area youth, to one which now serves as an umbrella agency 
for a variety of youth-serving programs. 

—The Juvenile Court Diversion Program reduces the high cost of court 
proceedeings by handling 80% of the area’s juvenile delinquency cases. In 
fiscal 1982, 90% of the participants successfully completed the program, These 
youths earned over $1500 for restitution to victims and performed over 400 
hours of community service. NET savings in court and legal costs: $20,000 
(nearly one-half of our total AGENCY budget). 
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—The Runaway and Family Services Program, “Shelter”, has sersved 
nearly 400 youth and family members through counseling, advocacy, and. tem- 
porary housing since 1978. Nearly 90% of the youths served by Shelter 
were successfully reunited with family members without costly government 
intervention, “Shelter” costs less: than $500 per client; State costs range from 
$1,500 to $35,000 per client. The District Director for Vermont Social and 
Rehabilitation Services states, “Shelter plays a vital role in the Northeast 
Kingdom—it allows families the opportunity to solve their own problems with- 
out involving the courts.” 


—The Summer Youth Employment Program provided temporary jobs for 
35 area youths during the summer of 1982. Youth were involved in several 
work projects of special benefit to the community. In evaluating the work 
done by a Summer Youth crew at the Fairbanks Museum and Planetarium, 
Museum Director Bill Brown noted, “. . . the crew was hardworking, respon- 
sible, and completed a large project that would have been impossible for us 
to do otherwise.” 


—The Youth-Run Business, “Green Mountain Graphics”, is working to be- 
come a self-sustaining employment and training site for youth. It produces 
low cost, lower quality printing for organizations that cannot afford conven- 
tional printing costs. Training in general’ job skills and basic business prac- 
tices is part of every participant’s program. Bob.Ware, of the Vermont De- 
partment of Employment and Training has stated, “Employment is a critical 
need in the Northeast Kingdom .. ‘Green Mountain Graphics’ offers area 
youth the work experience and training necessary for them to be successful in 
a very competitive job market.” 


—The “Big Brother/Big Sister” Program matches adult volunteers with 
younger children in need of a positive role model. Area educators have em- 
phasized, “Big Brother/Big Sister cun play a vital role in providing compan- 
ionship and guidance to troubled youth.” 


—The annual Youth Service Bureau-sponsored Halloween Dance has re- 
sulted in a marked decrease in Halloween vandalism. St. Johnsbury Police 
Chief Bruce Pratt has termed the event “critical” to a peaceful Halloween. 


—The Guardian Ad Litem Program works within the judicial system to in- 
sure that the best interests of juveniles are served in cases involving abused, 
neglected, or delinquent youths. District Court Judge Paul Hudson described 
the importance of a Guardian Ad Litem (GAL) to a group of GAL trainees, 
“., . The Guardian Ad Litem is a person to rely on to provide an independ- 
ent check on what is being done (in court) . . . from a judge’s view, Guardian 
Ad Litem participation is absolutely critical to the way a case proceeds to 
sesrve the best interests of the child. , .” 


The Youth Service Bureau has been able to continue these programs in 
spite of major funding cutbacks. We have aggressively sought and successful- 
ly received financial support from various private foundations. In so doing, 
the agency has worked closely with enthusiastic support from Federal and 
State agencies to design and implement programs that work. Agency pro- 
grams have met community and family needs to provide early intervention 
that prevents problem situations from worsening.

ADULT BASIC EDUCATION NEEDS HELP! 


Adult Basic Education (A.B.E.) is a program to help anyone over 16 years 
of age obtain further education. We serve people who cannot read or write 
through those wishing to obtain an equivalent high school diploma. This 
started as a federally funded program. The last two years, some state money 
has been received but if we are to meet the rapidly growing needs, more 
money must come forth. This program helps people in many, many ways. 
According to the state law, a person is eligible to twelve years of free educa- 
tion, regardless of age. Each person is helped individually by people who. 
care. One person may receive twelve months of education for approximately 
$247.00. There is a large Learning Center in Newport, a Mini-Center in St. 
Johnsbury, and twelve tutors who visit homes of people in every part of the 
Northeast Kingdom. 


In your town of Concord we served 16 students this past year. If each 
town would assume the responsobility of appropriating at least $200, it would 
be a tremendous help. The year ending June 30, 1982, who had served 1,362 
people in Orleans, Essex and Caledonia Counties. This program has increased 
rapidly as more people are trying to help themselves. Everyone may attend— 
no age or wage limit.

SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


It is a pleasure to report to you, the citizens of Concord, and to 
take this opportunity to express my appreciation for your continued 
support of your school. This school year began with 17 students 
in kindergarten, 60 students in the East Concord School (1-3) and 
209 in the Concord School (4-12) including 106 high school students. 
Of these totals 51 are from towns other than Concord. In addition 
Waterford’s seventh and eighth grade students and Lunenburg’s 
eighth grade students are receiving their industrial arts and home 
economics instruction at the high school. At this time, we have 
several of the above mentioned students attending classes in St. 
Johnsbury; 10 at the Area Vocational Center and 4 at the regional 
special education program. The total enrollment this year is 286 
for an increase of 12 over last year. The elementary class size is 
favorable in each grade except two: grade one and grade six. Due 
to this situation, a part time teacher aide was employed for the first 
grade and we were able to have a very capable student teacher for 
the first half of the year for grade six. We are hoping to have a 
parent volunteer for the second half of the year in this grade. 

Last year I reported that the curriculum scope and sequence for 
several subject areas had been completed. This year the staff has 
been working in the areas of social studies, music, science, and in- 
dustrial arts and these should be completed this spring. In addi- 
tion, a committee of board members and school staff have been 
working on a possible revision of the graduation requirements. As 
you know, there is a general need to significantly raise the level of 
competence in both mathematics and science both of which are be- 
ing addressed by this committee. In addition, the administration 
is exploring greater use of computer science at all levels. 

For those of you who have been following the accounts in the 
newspapers, you know that the state aid situation is a mixed bless- 
ing at best. The projected increase over 1981-1982 is $41,516. 
Much of this is already committed due to state regulations. We 
must now budget almost $20,000 for social security and will face a 
penalty of up to $23,564 if the town is not relisted. In addition, 
the State Board of Education has eliminated our funds for special 
education transportation and are reducing the amount that we were 
to receive for home economics. My opinion is that while an in- 
cease in aid is helpful, it is certainly not the windfall that some had 
envisioned. 

One other change that is worthy of note is in the area of health. 
This year, we entered into an agreement with the Caledonia Home 
Health Care Agency to provide health services to our two schools. 
Joan Lang is the health professional who is providing this care as. 
well as teaching the health course for the high school students. 

I would like to express my appreciation to Violette Paige in the 
central office, Connie Casey, head teacher of the East Concord 
School, and Donald Eames, principal of the Concord School and 
the instructional and support staffs for their dedication and deter- 
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mination to provide the highest quality education for the commun- 

ity's young people. Your school board should also be commended 

for their time and effort which they so generously give.
